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Most important subject at last Thurs- 
day's meeting of the District 37 Sports 
Committee was the proposed separation of 
desert and enduro points, The Competi- 
tion Committee had recommended that if 
the change came, it should be held off 
until 1967 so as not to penalize clubs who 
had already applied for sanctions. How- 
ever, the motion finally voted on was for 
the change to go into effect as of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1966. Two votes were taken, the 
second being a roll-call and it was passed 
with one vote making the decision. Also, 
there will be no other desert-type event 
allowed on a Sunday when an enduro is 
running. Many desert riders were opposed 
to licensing and muffling their machines 
for enduros, as is now almost universally 
required. 

Other subject passed was that the first 
Sunday in each month and Easter Sunday 
are to be Open Sundays with no point 
runs allowed. Also, from now on posters 
are to give complete directions to the lo-

cation of runs so as to avoid heavy liming 
on the main highways. The law authorities 
do not like this and have issued repeated 
warnings to this effect, so now lime will 
be confined as much as possible:to turn- 
offs and County roads. Marking cards 
shall always be on gas tanks from now on 
and riders will be disqualified if they 
carry them anywhere else. 

Voted down was a proposed change in 
marking road“ crossings. Signal will con- 
tinue to be the six lines of lime. 

Another subject was Ivan Oden's dis- 
qualification from a recent Elsinore scram- 
bles’ for riding a lightweight in a heavy- 
weight race. President Jean Carter said 
that this sort of thing has to stop and that 
from now on some clubs had better start 
controlling this, or it could result in loss 
of sanction. 

New business included the permission 
granted to the Pasadena M.C. to charge 
$7 mail entry and $9 post entry for their 
400 mile National Enduro. 

A letter pertaining to a national mail 
vote was read and explained by Earl Flan- 
ders regarding the ruling on allowing 
Class C Amateur-Expert riders to. compete 
in Sportsman class events. This was dis- 
cussed thoroughly and put to a vote, the 
result being that Dist. 37 wished to con- 
tinue the way they always have, allowing 
professional riders to compete for trophies 
when they wished.

CHAPS MEET

Gene Lindley, the master rider and 
veteran trials organizer, presided over the 
Jan. 8th meeting of trials enthusiasts of the 
Riverside area.

STUART MARSHALL: (One of Eng- 
land’s better trials men now making his 
home in Riverside) “The trials you chaps 
put on here are quite different from those 
back home. Shorter traps, no time element, 
easier and more encouraging for the tyros.” 

BILL ANDERSON: “Amazing to see 
expert desert riders improving their con- 
trol by competing in these slow, demanding 
events. The improvement is phenomenal.” 

TIME FOR TRIAL ENDUROS? 

GENE LINDLEY: “. . . the time is ripe 
to launch timed, enduro-style trials, with 
courses similar to desert scrambles, A sixty 
to one hundred miles check point event. 
This should have several difficult, observed 
sections with penalties on time and faults, 
in keeping with the English tradition.” 

General feeling of the meeting was that 
some improvements could be made to the 
Southern Cal Trials Association, Foremost 
was the necessity of the Association being 
a parent group, with individual clubs in 
the areas of Bakersfield, San Diego, River- 
side, the mountains and Los Angeles. Each 
location would hold its own trophy events 
with points counting towards the S.C.T.A. 
trophies and a State Championship each 
year, Entry to District 37 was also thought 
desirable, with all trials sanctioned, thus 
making possible fair and conclusive Na- 
tional Championships. The Association wel- 
comes comments from groups in any other 
areas who are interested in boosting trials.

COOLEY'S COLUMN 
By Wes Cooley 


Very disappointing to this writer last 
week was the cancellation of a 24 hour 
record run attempt by the new 175cc 
Ossa at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. I was directly involved and wit- 
nessed pressure brought to bear by so- 
called proponents of better motorcycling. 

Bill Blakeslee of Sources, Ltd., a one- 
man advertising agency, famous for the 
first promotion of Montesa and the “VI- 
VA” idea, has done a small amount of 
advertising for other people in the indus- 
try. Recently Bill tõok on the Ossa ac- 
count. In the past, Bill has come up with 
many creative ideas in order to improve 
motorcycling. His most recent innovation 
was for Ossa to try to establish a 24 hour 
record at Willow Springs. 

Sponsors were contacted and responded, 
eight road racers with good riding ability 
and experience had agreed to participate, 
electronic timing devices were rented with 
a qualified operator, and the course was 
secured for this event. 

Two machines were prepared and flown 
in here from Spain. When news of this 
event leaked out to the motorcycle indus- 
try, the Ossa people Were pressured into 
allowing one of the leading motorcycle 
magazines to put several riders on the 24 
hour team. Some of the riders were well 
qualified, others had: literally no experi- 
ence whatsoever. Pressures from other 
sources attempted to change the course 
from Willow Springs to Riverside Race- 
way which was ridiculous because the 
Riverside course was not available and 
could not be obtained for a 24-hour 
attempt. So, in sheer frustration and dis- 
gust with all the political pulling and 
pushing and pressures exerted by so- 
called “Powers” in motorcycling, the event 
was completely cancelled. 

MORE PLEASANT SUBJECTS 

This coming weekend, on the 13th of 
February, the ACA will be holding its 
second annual "CHALLENGER" road 
race at Willow Springs. We look forward 
to an excellent race meet. This event 
should afford some of the more serious 
riders going back to Daytona an oppor- 
tunity to tune their equipment on a course 
that is as demanding as the’ Daytona 
Speedway. The back chute at Willow 
Springs is comparable to the back straight- 
way at Daytona where the bikes can 
reach 130 miles per hour.
